Duke of Wellington, After Hearty Dinner 
Died in 83rd Year 


“To his relief the old warrior greeted him as usual.” 


On Monday. the thirteenth of 
September, 1852, the Duke of Wel- 
lington took a longer walk than 
usual through his grounds at Wal- 
mer Castle. His step was feeble, but 
on the whole he was remarkably 
vigorous for a man of 83. 

He entered his stables and in- 
quired about his stud. The groom 
had some difficulty in understand- 
ing him and also in making him 
hear, The old gentieman’s utter- 
ance was now a bit struggling; and 
he was deaf. 

Apparently the Duke himself had 
no promonition that the end was 
near. That evening at dinner he 
was in extremely fine spirits. He 
ate heartily of mock-turtle soup, 


his door On Tuesday morning, he 
was perhaps fifteen minutes late, 


The doctor prescribed for him 
“I do not consider,” he told Lord 
Charles Wellesley on leaving, “that 
there are any dangerous symptoms 
in his Grace's condition. I have 
seen him far worse on other oc-

He was gone at 8 o'clock. At 8:15 
he was summoned anew. A mes- 
senger brought word that the Duke 
had been seized with what appeared 
to be an epileptic fit. 

Mr. Hulke hastened back, taking 
with him Dr, M’Arthur, of Walmer, 
and his son, Hulke, Jr. The Duke 
did, indeed, seem to be in a fit.

LESS SUN BUT 
MORE MOISTURE 
THAN IN 1929 


District Point to Bum- 
per Crop 


/in Edmonton and district during the 
{month of May, supplied by the Do- 
minion meteorological service, shows 
that the month was featured by cool 
weather with unusually strong winds. 
|The snow blizzard of the 21st of the 
|month, followed by the slight frost, 
| did some little damage to gardens and 
| young trees in the vicinity, and the 
|high winds were responsible for soll 
drifting and drying out the crops to 
| some extent. 

| Precipitation during the last month 
| however, compares favorably with the 
| rainfall in the same period in the two 
preceding years, which were some- 
what dry. Rains were needed badly 
in the early days of the spring, and 
the snow and showers falling during 
May have boosted the forecast for a 
bumper crop this year. 

Low Mean Temperature 

Last month nearly gained the rec- 
ord for the lowest mean monthly tem- 
perature with a figure of 48.8. The 
record was made in May, 1927, how- 
ever, when the mean monthly tem- 
perature was 46.3. The highest mean 
monthly temperature during the per- 
jod from 1919 to 1930 was 55.8 in 
1928, with the next highest received 
in 1925 with 54. 

The highest maximum for May, 
11930, was 74, which was exactly the 
same as in May, 1927. This figure ts 
regarded as being quite low when the 
highest maximums of former years 
are comparec. The following figures 
are quoted: 1928, 89; 1924, 88; 1919, 
88 


In the period under survey, 1919 to 
1930, the lowest minimum tempera- 
ture was recorded as 19 in 1924, the 
next lowest being 26 in 1919. 

May, 1926, secured the record for 
the highest minimum temperature for 
the period, with a high of 30. 

Heavy Rainfall 

Precipitation during last month was 
better than in the same month of 
the previous year. Total precipita- 
tion received in May, 1930, was 1.77 
inches, as compared to .65 inches in 
May, 1929. The highest total precip- 
{tation recorded during the 11-year 
period was 3.61 inches in 1926, the 
next highest being 2.85 inches in 1919. 
A good average tota) rainfall for May 
is 1.80 inches, so it may be seen that 
about average peccipnaSion, was re- 
ceived last month. 

Sunshine hours in May totalled 2)1 
hours, which figure falls considerably 
below the high total of 346.9 hours of 
bright sunshine for May, 1928, and 
315.3 hours for May, 1925.

LACK OF APPETITE MAY BE A 
PLAY FOR ATTENTION 


If we could only put our finger on 
the reasons why children do not want 
to eat—but there is never a single fac- 
tor that is always at fault, In most 
cases of appetitelessmess met with in 
the healthy child, who simply never ts 
hungry, there are usually two condi- 
tions present. an ample menu and a 
solicitous mother 

Mrs. C. W. H. discusses this so help- 
fully that I feel her letter will throw 
some light on one angle of this lack- 
of-appetite situation She says, “I 
have often read in your column about 
the trouble mothers have in getting 
their children to eat.

Baby Teeth Require Care

that his refusal to eat is vastly im- 
portant to her. Even if the child re- 
fused once or twice. make nothing of 
it. We all do that. Appetites, and not 
dramatics, about eating, should rule 
the table

Seven times champion of the United 
States and for years world’s cham- 
pion, Tilden lost not because he played 
poor tennis but because the standard 
of excellence reached by Cochet has 
seldom been equalled. certainly never 
surpassed in the history of the sport 

Cochet started the first t with 
his usual nonchalance but Tilden alsc 
appeared unimpressed by the import- 
ance of the match. The American lost 
his service and Cochet ran into a lead 
of 3-1. Here Tilden rallied to play such 
tennis as he never has shown in 
France and ran out five games for the 
set 

Tilden appeared to have a cut on 
the ball in the second set that Cochet 
never vet had faced and the little 
Frenchman began to show signs of 
worry as Tilden led him five games 
to three 

Suddenly, however
